This work is an account of the birds collected and observed by the author on his 
recent travels in Tierra del Fuego. As its title denotes, it is primarily a work on birds ; 
but it has many other sides to it, and will appeal in oue, or more, or perhaps even in 
all its aspects, to almost every class of reader—especially to the lover of books. 

Tierra del Fuego, from its remoteness and sensational interest in history and geo¬ 
graphy, has been considered worthy of being accorded a special preface of some thirty 
pages. 

The birds and the book itself more particularly are dealt with in the introduction. 

For ornithologists the chief interest will naturally centre in the Birds, which, the 
author states, are, he believes, the most comprehensive collection yet made in the island, 
including many recorded from there for the first time. Amongst these are a male and 
a female of the very rare and exquisitely beauliful little Magellan Plover (P2uvtan edit* 
sociabxlis ), only three other examples of which are known to exist in collections—one 
of these having been obtained by Captain P. P. King, r.n., on the Adventure and 
Beagle Survey. 1826-1836 ; another by the Astrolabe and Z*Ue Antarctic Kxpedition.

“While in Egypt, in 1892, I drew up a Memorandum, pointing out the 
lack of information that existed regarding the Fauna of the country generally, 
but more especially of the Mammalia, Reptilia, and Batrachia; and further, 
to make this circular as useful as possible, it was translated into Arabic 
through the courteous assistance of Colonel Sir Colin Scott Moncrieff, at that 
time Director of Irrigation, who also aided me in its circulation. Those who 
favourably replied to the Memorandum were furnished with the necessary 
materials for collecting, and n ith full instructions for the proper preservation 
of the specimens. 

“ Nearly five years were devoted to collecting, with the result that over 
1500 specimens of Reptilia and BatrachiA were brought together, of which 
more than 1400 were permanently preserved. The greater part was presented 
to the British Museum; another set, all but complete, was also presented to 
the Museum of the Egyptian Government School of Medicine in Cairo, and 
a few of the more important species were given to some of the Museums, 
in Europe .”—The Author's Preface.

u The Survey of the Fishes of ihe Kile, the results of which are embodied in this work, 
was undertaken by the Egyptian Government in response to an appeal addressed in January 
1899 to the Earl of Cromer by the late Dr. John Anderson, supported by Lord Lister, as Presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Society, Dr. A. Gunther, as President of the Linnean Society, Prof. E. Ray 
Lankester, as Director of the Natural History Departments of the British Museum, and Dr. 
P. L. Sclater, as Secretary of the Zoological Society. 

“ As pointed out by Dr. Anderson, our knowledge of the Fishes of the Nile was then very 
imperfect, and as a Survey of the Congo Fishes had been undertaken by the Government of the 
Congo Free State and was in progress, the study of the results of which had been entrusted to 
me the time seemed opportune for the undertaking which has resulted in the present work; the 
two Surveys, it was thought, would naturally benefit each other, the materials afforded by the 
one throwing light upon those of the other, many of the species of the two great rivers being 
■closely allied, a few even identical. . 

“ Dr. Anderson’s request received the approval of the Egyptian Government, the necessary 
funds were granted, Mr. Leonard Loat was appointed to superintend and carry out, during three 
years, the formation of a large collection of the Nile Fishes under the supervision of Dr. 
Keatinge, Director of the Government Medical School at Cairo, and I was entrusted with the 
task of preparing a book which should form part of Dr. Anderson’s Zoology of Egypt, of which 
* volume on the Reptiles had already been published and a second volume, on the Mammals, was 
then in preparation and has since appeared. The Trustees of the British Museum consented to 
provide the necessary collecting material. ■ , , „ , ,, . . * . , 

“I would have been greatly hampered in my work had I not been able to institute a direct 
comparison of the Fishes of the Nile with those of the other water-systems with which they are 
identical or nearly related. In this respect also I have been fortunate, as, in addition to the 
material previously existing in the British Museum, large collections have been at my disposal 
from the Congo, entrusted to me by the Governor of the Congo State, from the Niger, principally 
through the exertions of Dr. W. J. Ansorge, Mr. H. L. Norton Traille (formerly Norton Smith), 
and the late Mr. J. S. Budgett, from the Gambia, through the last-named, from the Senegal, 
thanks to au expedition undertaken for the purpose by the late M. P. Delhez, with aid from 
the Government Grant of the Royal Society, from Lake Chad and the Shari River, through the 
date Capt. G. B. Gosling. Shortly before the conclusion of my work, Mr. W. N. McMillan has 
6ent to the British Museum a large and valuable collection made by Mr. P. C. Zaphiroin Gall aland 
.and Southern Ethiopia, supplementing smaller series entrusted to me for study by Mr. Oscar 
Neumann, the late Baron Carlo von Erlanger, and Baron Maurice de Rothschild. 

“The importance of tills material, which, so far as the Nile species are concerned,is 
enumerated in this volume, will be realized from the fact that the 192 species dealt with are 
described from 14,107 examples, 11,068 of which form port of Mr. Loot’s collection. This 
enormous increase accounts for the delay which has taken place in the issue of this work, which 
I first expected would require barely four years to prepare, whilst it has taken seven. As it was 
nearing completion much material kept falling into my hands, material of the greatest impor¬ 
tance which could not well have been left out, and owing to which publication had to be 
deferred .”—The Author's Preface .

The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797, down to Saunders's Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the eggs of 
British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 
satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with coloured 
illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into less than a page 
devoted to each of the 400 British birds must be condensed the following facts :— 

1. The extent of the breeding range. 

2. The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4. The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6. The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely. 

Scebohm's book fulfils all these requirements. 
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This work is an account of the Birds collected and observed by the author on his receu 
travels in Tierra del Fuego. As its title denotes, it is primarily a work on Birds ; hat i 
has many other sides to it, and will appeal in one, or more, or perhaps even in all iti 
aspects, to almost every class of reader—especially to the lover of books. 

Tierra del Fuego, from its remoteness and sensational interest in history anc 
geography, has been considered worthy of being accorded a special preface of som 
thirty pages 

The birds and the book itself more particularly are dealt with in the introduction. 

For ornithologists the chief interest will naturally centre in the birds, which, th 
author states, are, he believes, the most comprehensive collection yet made in the island 
including many recorded from there for the first time. Amongst these are a male an< 
a female of the very rare and exquisitely beautiful little Magellan Plover ( Pluvianellui 
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Fine hand-coloured plates by J. Cl Keulemans, realistically drawn in natural po* 
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and the most remarkable personalities of the birds of the island. Furthermore, the book 
is enhanced by landscapes from photographs illustrative of the prevailing various types 
of scenery, more especially as considered in relation to the haunts of birds.
